Forced Conservation ! 
Although the food administration's 
plan contemplates creating the export 
surplus Jargely by voluntary methods, 
some measures of forced conservation 
will be employed, notably in the con- 
sumption of wheat flour, which will be 
reduced by arbitrary means at least 
30 per cent. This reduction will be 
accomplished by lmiting sales of 
distributors all the way from the 
miller tg the retailer, 

In giving the yolume of exports he 
hopes to supply to Europe, Mr. Hoo- 
ver declared that no more food would 
be sent out of the country than is 
saved, and that in no event will the 
American food supply be endangered,

Some of the Secret Testimony Given in the Senate's Military

Inquiry Made Public—Representative McCormick Tells of Con- 
versations He Had With Premier Llody George—Criticism of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Some of 
the secret testimony given in the 
senate military committee's war in- 
quiry was’made public Friday morn- 
ing when the committee released the 
printed record. 

Representative McCormick, of I- 
linois, who recently visited the allied 
countries, is shown to have told the 
senators that allied opinion developed 
“some apprehension” over American 
aid, and that officials of both the 
British and French governments in 
October cabled to Colonel House “urg- 
ing him to come over for the purpose 
of securing better co-ordination.” 

Premier Lloyd George, according to 
Representative McCormick's state- 
ment, wanted Major-General Wood, as 
America’s chief military representa- 
tive, and officers of the American ex- 
pedition in France urged supplanting 
General Crozier, chief of ordnance, 
and Quartermaster-General Sharpe. 

Perceptible Change 

“Between the time when TI first 
went to England,” Representative Mc- 
Cormick's confidential statement said, 
“and when I returned from 
there was a perceptible change. When 
I landed they hurrahed for America, 


the wonder worker of the world, but 
when I got back there wos some ap- 
prehension, They v@id say: ‘We 


wonder if there is lacw of co-ordina- 
tion in Washington?’ ‘We wonder if 
you have all the big men you might 
bring together in your government?’

A number of resolutions introduced 
by locals in the northern part of the 
province excited considerable interest 
nd led to debate that made the after- 
oon fairly fly. The first was a resolu- 
jon from the Tring district associa- 
fon, hich demanded that justices of 
he peace should be paid for their 
ork regardless of its results, because 
nder the present regime if a case is 
ot proved before the J.P., and is 
ent to the high court, he gets noth- 
ng, and it is only human nature, as 
pne of them said in the convention, if 
e is tempted to prove a case himself, 
im’ ithout sending it up, and thereby se- 
ures the fees, The resolution was 
dopted unanimously. 

Restoration of R.N.W.M.P. 
Another resolution from Tring, with 

similar one from the Pandora 


local, demanding the restoration of 
he R.N.W.M.P, to patrol duty in the 


ural parts of the province, elicited 
ome vigorous language on the part of 
felegates from localities where the 
attle rustler has been active.

nother delegate jumped up to 
nark that it wasn’t the Indians and 
he half-breeds of whom the settler 
yas afraid. “The white man is the 
biggest, biggest —-———-,"" and here 
he speaker fairly ran out of words 
n which to express himself. Still 
hnother farmer said that he had been 
n the province for forty years and no 
ndian or half-breed had stolen a 
1ead of his stock. He wished he could 
ay as much for his white neighbors, 
‘he resolution was adopted without 
issent, 

Frown on Politics 

There were one or two attempts to 
mpart a political flavor to the debate, 
nut the mass of the delegates held 
ternly to their traditional policy of 
he U.F.A. to steer clear of such en- 
manglements. Once in a while a 
peaker would slip in some reference 
o the Union government, but was 
1ever rewarded by more than a 
poradic hand-clap here and there, A 
askatchewan speaker impressively 
eclared that he had worked hard for 
he Union government because he was 
or the reinforcements of the boys in 
he trenches and for non-partyism 
nd all the old familiar things. Then 
1e made a dramatic pause for the 
ipplause. He seemed rather non- 
slussed when none came.

in its original form 

From Millet came a resolution re- 
garding the time of holding the pro- 
vinclal elections, which appeared to 
have been written in vinegar. ‘“Where- 
as,” it ran, “we believe that the gang 
of lawyers in the provincial parlia- 
ment dare not face an election in the 
winter months, when the farmers 
would have a chance of nominating 
and a certainty of electing candidates 
among theniselves, be it resolved, that 
this convention express its indignation 
at the action of the provincial gov- 
ernment in holding an electon, as it 
was done this spring.’ The resolution 


called for holding the elections in 
December, January, February or 
March. 


The delegates, while agreeing that 
the wording of this resolution was not 
exactly suited to the dignity of the 
U.F.A., evidentiy thought that there 
was something to the main idea and 
sent it back to the Millet representa- 
tives to be redrafted, so as to cut out 
the censure of the government, which 
they did. 

Couldn't Agrec 

But the convention could not agree 
as to what was the proper time for 
holding an election. One man said that 
he would never bring his “woman” 


out in mid winter to vote and pointed | 


out that there was a marked differ- 
ence in the size of the vote polled in 
the recent Dominion — election. A 
Strathcona delegate objected to any 
fixed time being set as it would tend 
to defeat that principal of representa-

Other 
speakers thought that July would be 
the best time, between seeding time 
and harvest.

There were half a dozen resolu- 
tions dealing with the question of the 
price of wheat and ‘the tarlff and the 
board of directors brought in one in 
which it endeavored to cover the 
whole thing in a nutshell, It recom- 
mended the removal of the duty off 
farm machinery at once so that the 
farmers may grow more wheat, which 
is so desnerately needed and that the 
revenue of the government be raised 
by the taxatien of land values. 

This, as might be expected, led to 
a long debate, a dozen delegates hav- 
ing something to say.

The allowance as suggested in the 
draft act. shall from time to time be 
settled upon by the board to enable 
mothers to maintain their homes and 
rear and eduéate their children in a 
proper home envfonment, 

According to the draft act, any act 
of a board may be disallowed by the 
minister. A Mothers’ Pension Act has 
been passed by the Manitoba legisla- 
ture, and a bill along the same linos 
was considered at the last session of 
the Saskatchewan legislature.

DIFFICULTIES 
OF THE FACTORY 
ACT DISCUSSED 


Commission Hears Representa- 
tions from Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and Trades Council 


Members of the Edmonton branch 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ asso- 
clation and the labor organizations of 
the city waited on the commission 
which is taking evidence on the ad- 
ministration of the actory act, and 
presented reasons for and against the 
Factory act as it now exists. The as- 
sociation Was represented by A, QG. 
Mackay, K.C., and the general spokes- 
man tor the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil was A, Farmilo. The latter or- 
ganization asked « ~ «ae present act 
be given u fair trial as it at present 
stands, and then with the report of 
the inspectors and so on, there woulé 
be a better basis for arriving at the 
necessary amendments, 

All parties were pretty well agreed 
that the section referring to the en- 
ployment of « man’s own family was 
an unnecessary one, 

Mr. MacKay, for the employers, 
stated that they were perfectly willing 
to accept all the principles of the act, 
but they asked a little more elasticity 
in inerpretation, in case of accidenta 
or sudden emergencies, and like ex- 
ceptional inste They asked for a 
ucunite Interpretation of certain of 
the clauses where the meaning did 
not seem oulte clear, and they asked 
for the right of appeal to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-in-councell against 
the judgment of the inspector, 

i. T. Bishop appeared for one of 
the restaurants of the city, asking for 
an interpretation of the act as regards 
the shifts required for waiters. While 
the act was very definite as to what 
comprisea day shift, there was no 
such definition of the exact hours that 
might be termed the night shift, and 
the peculiarities o: the business made 
it necessary for all the staff to be 
present at meal times, with nothing 
for them to ao tor three or four hours 
between. The act insists that an hour 
be allowed for meals between the 
hours of 11 and 2 and between 6 and 
8 and this was an impossible conces- 
sion with restaurants, 

Rey. F. E, Mercer made complaint 
that there were not enough inspec- 
tors and that there were no specified 
qualifications required for an inspec- 
tor under the act. He held that an 
inspector should be a highly trained 
expert, with a university degree for a 
course 48 inspector, as was the case In 
England, He felt from his English 
experience, that there should be very 
many more inspectors to administer 
the act and that they should have spe- 
cial qualifications,

CHICAGO, Jan. 25,—American as- 
sociation pitchers who are complain- 
ing of the anti-spitball legislation of 
the biggest minor league will have 
another tale of woe when they hear 
of a new slab restriction announced by 
President Hickey. The American as- 
sociation boss has plang to make Ille- 
gal any pitch in which the hurler 
holds both hands, inclosing the ball, 
in front of his mouth, This attitud 
is assumed,by practically every pitch- 
er, spitball” or not, prior to hurling 
the ball. 

So Hickey will instruct his umpires 
to clap a $25 fine on any pitcher who 
eleyates the ball, clasped by both 
hands, to his lips. “The pitcher can- 
not hold the ball in front of his face," 
said Hickey today, “Of course, he may 
extend his arms above his head to 
start his wind up, but otherwise he 
must hold it like this.” Here the 
prexy assumed a pitching attitude, 
with his clasped hands against his 
chest “Any man who has been in 
the habit of starting the pitch hold- 
ing the ball in his two hands in front 
of his mouth, simply must break him:

The Canadian Red Cross, organ- 
ization is calling for five million 
dollars to carry on the work laid 
out for the present year; and can 
use in the service of our fighting 
men as much more as may be con- 
tributed. The Red Cross will fall 
short of the splendid possibilities 
before it and may even be unable to 
carry out the foreseen require- 
ments of the year, if the appeal 
for funds is confined to people liv- 
ing in cities and towns. The people | 
in Canada with ready money to- | 
day are on the farms, and _ the 
farmers have not failed to respond 
liberally in the past when called 
upon for war funds. They should 
not be overlooked when this new 
opportunity is being given to the 
public to do something for the 
men who are fighting our battles. 
To organize and carry on a collect- 
ing campaign in the country is not 
an easy matter; but that is where 
the money is to be found. 


Wages Should Keep Pace. 

The view is quite correct that if 
an increase is made in the fares 
charged on the street railway the 
burden will fall mainly upon 
working people. Practically all the 
revenue of the street railway comes 
from this source. Idlers walk if 
they have no money, and ride in 
automobiles if they are wealthy. 
The street railway was created 
and is run to accommodate people 
who have to work for a living, and 
it depends upon them for its rev- | 
enue. It follows necessarily that an | 
increase of fares would come from | 
the pockets of working people.

The chief Winnipeg organ of the 
Canadian Bolsheviki Government 
takes the trouble to suggest 
editorially that Frank Oliver 
changed front on consecription— 
first supporting, and then oppos- 
ing it. It is a fact that Mr, Oliver 
was the first member of parliament 
to express in parliament approval 
of the principle of compulsory | 
military service. But the success- 
ful application of the principle 
rests on two essential and funda- 
mental conditions. First, there 
must be equality of service—so far 
as that is humanly possible; and 
second, such service must only be 
enforeed by properly constituted 
authority. The Borden Govern- 
ment’s conscription measure was 
in flagrant cdntradiction of both 
these conditions. As a supporter 
of compulsory military service on 
principle Mr, Oliver was obliged 
to oppose the Borden Govern- 
ment’s measure, because it dis- 
tinetly provided for inequality of 
service, and because its establish- 
ment and enforcement was under- 
taken by a parliament and govern- 
ment that did not hold its| 
authority from the people. TY | 

Compulsory* military — service, | 
under proper conditions, is the 
living expression of a democracy 
inarms. But the present conserip- 
tion law, as passed and enforced, 
is an expression of militarist 
tyranny—and is in the same class 
as the election law upon which 
the Government depends for its 
indefinite continuation in power.

And this at 
the very crisis of the war when, | 
as a matter of urgency, Britain is 
raising another half- million men, 
and when there is grave danger 
of the Allied forces on the Western 
front being overwhelmed by su- 
perior numbers, At such a time 
the puppet press of the Win-the- 
War Government points with 
pride to the fact that Canada has | 
ten thousand conseripted men in | 
training; the larger number being 
from the Western provinces, | 
which have already given most | 
freely, and where there is greatest | 
need of men if the Allies are not | 
to be defeated by famine. 

The facts put it beyond argu- | 
ment that the Bolsheviki conserip- | 
tion measure was not introduced | 
to win the war. It was brought 
forward to induce a condition of | 
patriotic hysteria favorable to the | 
Goverment in the minds of those 
who would be exempt from its | 
provisions; and to enable the Gov- 
ernment to make terms with those 
who were not exempt, but who 
to be. It caught the!

DR. HASTINGS’ “FADS”

lt really means something to Tor- 
onto that, under Dr, Hastings’ regime, 
as announced in The Star on Friday, 
there have been 7,874 fewer deaths in 
seven years than there would have 
been if the previous death rate had 
continued——7,708 of these being the 
proportion which would have been 
due to semi-preventible diseases such 
us typhoid, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
and tuberculosis, or to lack of atten- 
tion to infant welfare, 

It is especially gratifying to note 
that over 4,000 fewer children under 
one year old have died than would 
have been the case i the old death 
rate had prevailed, For the four 
thousand who were saved from death, 
there were dotbtless forty inousand 
cases of illness averted, since only 
about a tenth of such illnesses prove 
fatal. This does not only mean small- 
er doctor's bills, but it inspires the 
hope that the coming generation is 
growing to stronger manhood and 
womanhood because of the better care 
received In Infancy and the fewer at- 
tacks of disease in its varlous forma, 

Dr. Hastings has frequently said 
that his aim is to make the people of 
Toronto feel that the City Hall is not 
a place aloof, but that it belongs to 
them; that they can take their trou- 
bles there and seek a remedy as their 
due. A surprising number of people 
in the humbler walks of life are avail- 
ing themselves of this viewpoint. They 
go to Dr. Hastings’ district nurses with 
all sorts of problema, and the n 
are helping them to meet this and 
incidentally getting a fapthold tn 
homes where they can work to eplen- 
did advantage. The Health Depart- 
ment is touching civic life at a vital 
point, It is making better homes, and 
better homes wili result in better— 
as well as healthier—citizenship,

Brest-Litovsk negotiations, | 

Herr Ebert asserted the whole 
world, except the Germans, knew 0 
the strike in Austria-Hungary, anv; 
that because the news was being ke) 
back from the Germans sensations 
rumors were being circulated. 

“We welcome the action of the pro 
letariat of Austria-Hungary and_ ex 
press our warmest sympathy,” Herr 
Ebert continued. German workme:

on understanding and right. 

Philip Schidemann warned the Ger 
man authorities that they were play-

Many speakers and writers contend 
that the farmers are being unfairly 
treated because the government does 
not enter into a contract with then 
and arrange a fixed price for hogs 
just as it does when it wants to secure 
a battleship, a flying machine, or @ 
thousand pairs of shoes, 

It should be remembered that a 
battleship, a flying machine and 
shoes, are nil finished products, and 
require nothing more to be done be- 
fore they can be used for the purpose 
of war. -The man who undertakes to 
supply this finished product goes into 
the open market for his raw material 
and pays whatever he has to pay tm 
order to secure {t and no more. It 
his contract calls for one hundred fly- 
ing machines, he will be in the market 
to buy spruce lumber. The man who 
hag such lumber to sell, is the man 
whose economic position resembles 
that of the farmer, He ts the producer 
of an essential commedity but not'a 
finished product, and the government 
gives no guarantees to him, He finds 
there is a growing demand for spruce 
;and that prices are rising and if he 
; hag a timber limit and a saw he will 
probably say: “It looks as if there 
will be a good market for this stuff, 
and I think I might as well get some 
of it ready for dale." He knows that 
if the war should end suddenly the 
price of spruce lumber will fall. If 
it should conUnue, prices will remain 
high.. Bo he takes his chances and 
gets Into the game, but he has no 
| guarantee, If the government wants 
to buy shoes, it enters into a contract 
with a manufacturer to pay a fixed 
price for a finished product, shoes-~ 
not leather, 

Contract for Bacon, 

At the outbreak of the war, when 
the government wanted bacon, it did 
just.as it did when it wanted flying 
machines and shoes, It entered inta 
a contract with the man who was in 
& position to supply the finished pro- 
duct—bacon— not hogs, 

‘But in the ‘course of time it was 
discovered that a certain manufactur- 
er of bacon was in a position to secure 
an unfair advantage of the buying 
countries and of his competitors and 
obtain’ prices out of proportion to the 


price pald for the raw  material— 
hogs. 
In order to protect themselves as 


consumers, the allled countries pooled 
their buying interests and ail the buy- 
ing Was placed into the hands of one 
man. Then the rovernments of Can- 
ada and the United States, acting 
from the standpoint of producers de- 
cided to protect the swine growers of 
their respective countries. The means 


adopted was to limit the spread be- 
tween the price paid for hogs and 
that received for bacon, 


In the United States a net profit on 
the annual turnover of 2 1-2 per cent 
is permitted. All in excess of that ds 
commandeered 

In Canada a net profit of 2 per cent 
on the annual turnover is permitted 
but not guaranteed, 

In cases where the annual turnover 
is so great that this 2 per cent on 
the turnover yields a profit of more 
than 7 per cent on the capital invest- 
ed in the ‘business, one-half of this 
excess is taken over by the govern- 
| ment ,and where it exceeds 15 per cent 
j of the capital invested all of such ex- 
cess is commandeered, It may easily 
happen that while one concern may 
be making slightly more than 2 per 
cent of profit, and having the surplus 
commandeered, a less successful com- 
petitor may be losing money, But 
his loss is not made good by the gov- 
ernment, 


Both the American and Canadian

There {s much reason tn this argu 
ment. But it shou'd be borne in mind 
that so great is the shortage of wheoa 
in the allied countries that the gov 
ernments of these countries have beer 
forced to take action with remard to 
it that is Inconsistent with their ac 
tion toward other commodities whict 
occupy a similar economic position 
such as lumber, leather, drugs, metals 
and the like Resides the crower of 
wheat is In much greater danger of a 
disastrous slump In prices tmmediately 
after the war is over than is the grow- 
er of hogs, and it {s a matter of the 
greatest Importance that wheat rais- 
ers throughout Canada and the United 
States shall not obecome intimidated 
by this prospect, but shall have abso- 
lute confidence respecting the market 
nrice of the crop they are about to 
sow.

Then again the fat of some 
hogs will yield 85 per cent of lard 
and that of others as low as 70 per 
cent. The success of all packing com- 
panies depends very largely on the 
degree of accuracy with which their 
buyers can estimate these various 
shrinkages, Consequently to fix a flat 
price on a commodity that Is subject 
to such wide variations In returns may 
easily present difficulties that do not 
occur to the novice in the meat 
trada
